potty and which is now being devel- 
oped. The price paid wna 3300 per 
acre, making the deal aggregate ft,-

€00,000, 
This company is shipping 
Its coal by river to lla 11 plants In 
PHtsburp and Us new operations at 
Slid land, fa. 


When the original tract was pur- 


chitced. It was with the understanding 
that the Crucible company could have 
2,000 acres moro if tho coal proved 
satisfactory in quality. It Is under- 
stood tll»t the company Is much pleas- 
ed with the character of the coul an«l 
the coke tnnde from It, hencn 
the 


prompt exercise ot ita right ot addi- 
tional purchase. 
It Is predicted In eool nnd coke cir- 


cles that tho ne« three years will see 
10,000 new coke ovens built in the 
eastern portion iOf Greene county nnd 
the southeastern corner of %Vashlng- 
ton county, this territory forming the 
western limits of the t.owor Connoltp- 
vitto coke region. It is estimated that 
this number at new ovens will bo 
necessary to offset the number of ov- 
ens that wilt be abandoned In tho old- 
er portions of the Connellsvlllo field 
and to meet Increased demands Cor 
Connctlsvllle coke.
